| Startled view. To be sure they had all read 


of such things and should have known that 
such conditions existed, but it certainly was a 
great surprise and a shock. All. of our party 
came from Indiana, and many of them from 
small towns, where vice is heard of more than 
it is seen. I suppose that really they could 
not have been expected to look upon those 
= dens and houses of ill-repute un- 
oved. 


Lou yourself were shocked at what was 
seen then? 

No, we looked upon no such degradation 
as I have seen in New York City. About ten 
years ago I went through all the slums and 
dives of that city and of course I knew what 
to expect.. But lam free to say that I dia 
not see wickedness as raigpant as I expected. 
However, I did not go into all the places we 
visited but waited outside at many of the 
houses. I acted as guide for my friends and 
while I was not anxious to look into every 
house, yet I was willing to do anything for the 
information of the other ladies. 


Curiosity Wasn't the Motive, 

„What was the motive which led the W. C. 
T. U. ladies to make such an investigation? 
Curiosity?” 

No, not in the least, Iam anxious that 
our position on that point be clearly detined. 
We did not go fram curiosity. The ladies had 
a desire to know how it was that girls found 
their way into these low houses and whether 
they were forced there. My friends who ac- 
companied me are actively engaged 
in W. C. T. U. work and want to 
be able to speak intelligently on 
such subjects in thelr own locaiities. 
They are anxious to give warning to the young 
men and women with whom they come in 
contact at their own towns and cities. With- 
out a personal investigation they did not feel 
that they could realize the danger to which 
young people are liable. The results of last 
night’s search show that such was the case. 
They seemed to have no idea of the depths 
to which vice and crime can sink human 
beings, and they all learned a lesson which 
they will never forget.“ 

Do you think that the expedition was suc- 
cessful ?’’ , 

Most assuredly, They wanted to know 
what drove girls into these infamous places. 
They found nearly all of the inmates had 
come to Chicago seeking work and had been 
driven to that degrading business to earn a 
livelihood. They discovered another item of 
interest and value to them in the temperance 
work, Not a. house was visited 
in which liquor was not freely dispensed. 
Furthermore, nearly all of the girls smoked 
cigarettes. These facts are of great impor- 
tance in our crusade against strong drink and 
tobacco, for they showed that the use of either 
may lead to fearful results.“ 

Entirely a Personal Investigation. 

“Was this investigation taken up by the 
ladies as individuals, representing only their 
own interests, or was it proposed by the W. C. 
„T. U. convention and conducted as committee 
work?” 

“It was an entirely personal matter, under- 
taken only for the ladies” information. As I 
said before, many of them are active workers 
—public speakers, in fact—and they sought to 
learn the truth for their own benefit alone. 
The union had nothing to do with the inves-

“TI think not. Of course all the ladies con-

The union cannot cover too wide a field of 
action, and it is kept busy with the temper- 
ance question. No, I think it will not go 
further than that all of the ladies will be sure 
to give warning at every opportunity to 
women in the country.“ 

“Then you found that most of the un- 
fortunate girls came from country homes 
originally?“ i 

“Yes, that seemed to be the case. They 
were from nearly every State in the Union, 
and generally had left their homes in the 
country to seek work in Chicago.“ 

Shocking Vice at an Early Age. 

‘*What particular of the revelation shocked 
your friends the most? 

J think it was the youth of the inmates. 
There was considerable range in the ages of 
the girls, but the young men,,the boys, were a 
sad feature of it all. We found ys there 
not over 15 or 16 years old, and I should say 
that the average of the men’s ages was 
between 19 and 21 years. It was distressing 
to many of my companions to nots this fact. 
Then, too, the apparent intelligence and even 
refinement of some of the girls was remarka- 
ble. I mean that they showed past refinement 
of such a nature as one would have in country 
breeding. There was no polish of city socie- 
ty. We fouad that nearly all the girls had 
been in the houses over six months., A var- 
ticularly, trying scerie was that in the Harrison 
Street Station, where we saw many girls 
brought in from the streets and then bailed 
out by one to go back to their sinful lives.“ 

„The officer in charge told me that fre- 
quently girls would be brought in and bailed 
out this way two or three times in one even- 
ing. I confess that I myself was 
somewhat appalled by the state of 
things at the police station. The 
accommodations were very imadequate 
for the crowds of prisoners that had to be 
dealt with. In the way of comforts there was 
nothing for the unfortunate women. The 
matron of the station we found to be an ex- 
cellent woman for the position, but she hardly 
had time to attend to the wants of the 
prisoners, getting water for them, and 
answering their other demands. The duty of 
locking up and releasing the girls took so 
much of her time that there was no oppor- 
tunity for caring for the fallen creatures and 
speaking a word of counsel or warning, as 
certainly ought to be done. I think the 
police stations of the city need a thorough 
investigation as well as other institutions 
which are considered worthy of attention. 

„% Most of the ladies were quite overcome at 
what they saw in the colored hous on Cus- 
tom House place. There vice was flaunted 
most daringly in our faces, and the inmates 
were so bold that several of our party 
could hardly believe their eyes. We

NEW-YORKERS MAY SIT IN PEWS AT 
THEIR HOMES. 


Talk in Gotham of Following the English 
Precedent of Establishing Wire Connec- 
tion with Churches=Clergymen Divided 
in View Regarding the Innovation= 
Father Ritchie, Formerly of Chicago, 
Favors It, While Dr. Parkhurst Is Op- 
posed=Murphy on Maynard. 

New Vonk, Oct. 22.—[Special.]—There is 
some talk in New York of introducing tele- 
phones into the churches, as it is done in En- 
gland. The movement seems to be demanded 
that invalids and persons indisposed may get 
the benefit of their pastor’s discourse. It will 
no doubt be hailed with delight by the woman 
who has not a new hat right up to the change 
of each season or one whose dressmaker has 
disappointed her. The lazy man will also 
take kindly to it and the man who does not 
go to church because it is a bore to sit still so 
long or because he can’t smoke. A system 
has been evolved by which not only the ser- 
mons but the ce can be reproduced. By 
this means one can sit in his bedroom or par- 
lor and hear the whole service as well almost 
as if in his family pew. 

This system has already been introduced 
in England. In Bradford there are three 
houses of worship fitted up with the instru- 
mente—an Established, a Wesleyan, and a 
Unitarian Church. The parish ‘church at 
Chesterfield is in telephonic communication 
with some fifty subscribers, but the most 
elaborate of all is a set just finished for the 
Litchfield Cathedral with the full indorse- 
ment of Canon Wilcox. At the end of the 
choir stalis, on the top of the lectern and the 


reading desk of the pulpit, are placed small 


metallic cased transmitters, so arranged as to 
be invisible to members of the congregation. 
The sound is gathered by transmitters without 
requiring the voice to be directed in close 
contiguity upon the plate of the transmitter. 
This was successfully used for the time at the 
harvest festival commemoration. -The listen- 
ers at the receivers heard not only the sermon 
and the service but a basso and tenor solo, 
That there will be many clergymen who at 
first will refuse to preach or pray over the 
wire is quite certain. 


What Clergymen Think of It. 


The following are the opinions of some of 
the leading clergymen of the metropolis upon 
this question. The Rev. Charles H. Colton, 
pastor of St. Stephen’s Roman Catholic 
Church, said: “It is necessary for a per- 
sonal attendance at churches, for the eye to 
see as well as the ear to hear the priest when 
he celebrates mass if a person is receiving the 
full benefit. As to invalids, they are not 
obliged to attend mass, and of course if they 
go to the trouble of having a telephonic com, 
munication with a church their action is 
meritorious and I have no doubt it would not 
go unrewarded before God.“ 

The Rev. Father Arthur Ritchie, rector of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of St. Igna- 
tius, said: By all means I should recom- 
mend the use of telephones in our churches to 
be connected with the houses of parishioners 
who were sick or otherwise absolutely prevent- 
ed from attending the services of the church. 
Of course under no circumstances do I think 
the possession of a telephone connected with 
a church and its use would relieve any one of 
the obligation to attend divine worship. I 
believe, too, that the full benefit of the divine 
presence at mass could be read through a tel- 
ephone, of course where a personal attend. 
ance, which is required, was absolutely im pos-

The Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst of the Madi- 
son Square Presbyterian Church—Impos- 
sible, for the most in:portant element in the 
church is that of personal service. Then the 
individuality of the preacher forms an im- 
portant part of the service and that could not 
be transferred over a wire, at least not a 
telephone wire.

The Rev. Palmer S. Hulbert of the Marble 
Collegiate Church, Fifth avenue and Twenty- 
ninth street—No, sir; I do not believe in the 
worship of God by telephone, nor do I believe 
it will ever come into general practice. You 
cannot transmit the emphasis of the preacher, 
his gesture, nor the look in his eye during the 
delivery of his sermon.

Pupple was slightly delirious, but was consid- 
ered out of danger. 

About 6:50 o’clock Pupple. who is a teain- 
ster, 19 years of age, was driving with the two 
little girls on Twenty-seventh street in a 
buggy owned by Jesse Webster, No. 2415 
State street. They were driving east, and just 
before the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
tracks were reached Pupple stopped. He did 
not hear any train approaching and went 
ahead. On the north side of Twenty-sev- 
enth street and the west side of 
the tracks is Hennessey's cooper-shop, 
a large frame building, and near it is the flag. 
man’s shanty. There are gates at the cross- 
ing, but they are not used at night, nor is 
there any flagman on duty. The cooper shop 
obstructs the view of any one approaching on 
Twenty-seventh street from the west. 

Pupple, it appears, thought all was safe. 
He whipped up his horse and not until the 
buggy was on the tracks did he see the pas- 
senger train. It was thundering along at a 
fast rate of speed. and was within forty feet 
of him. Pupple struck the horse with the 
whip and the animal jumped forward. But 
the train was too close for escape, The 
engine struck the forward wheel and hurled 
horse, buggy, and occupants high into the air. 

The vehicle was entirely demolished, some 
of the pieces being thrown 100 feet. The 
horse was found fifty feet distant, dead. 

Little Girl Killed Instantly. 

The little Bahr girl, who was Pupple’s 
niece, was killed instantly. She was hurled 
+ forward and in falling her head struck one of 

the rails of the sidetrack. Her skull was 
fractured, and it is believed several bones in 
her body were broken. | 
Close to the dead child lay the Norris girl. 
She had fallen on her side, but her head also 
struck a rail. There were several serious 
scalp. wounds, and Dr. Bryan, No. 2707

Wasninetor, D. C., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—

In the Forum fer October the Hon. David 
A. Wells refers to the inconvenience of silver 
as compared with gold for the payment of 
large sums as forming a considerable part of 
the impulse towards the movement 
the use Of silver years before the white metal 
had experienced any notable decline in value. 
His argument is as follows: It was a recog- 
nition of the public unwillingness to accept 
silver as a medium of exchange that prompt- 
ed five States of Europe—mmely; France, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, and Greece—to 
unite in 1865 under the title of the Latin 
Union for the purpose of antagonizing by 
concerted action this tendency. It attempted 


lowering the value of all silver coins cf two 
francs (885g cents) or less and so making 
them subsidiary or token currency, and limit- 
ing their legal tender power. It was expected 
that these coins would displace gold to such an 
extent as to occasion an increased demand and 
use for silver. But the contraty was the case. 
The quantity of silver. offered for coinage in- 
creased so enormously—that at the French 
mint being 150 million francs’ worth ia 1878, 
or fifty times as much as in 1871-’72—that in 
the latter year the Latin Union hurriedly lim- 
ited the coinage for all the countries con- 
cerned to 120 million francs per year (24 
million dollars), which was virtually equiva- 
lent to the adoption of the gold standard. In 
1876 Belgium, France, and Switzerland 
closed the doors of their mints to silver and 
have not reopened them since then. 

The world’s annua! production of silver was 
almost stationary from 1866 to 1876. Then 
came an enormous increase in the product, 
which has more than doubled in twenty years, 
increased more than 50 per cent in ten years, 
and is at least 16 per cent greater than it was 
the year before the Sherman law was enacted. 
This increase resulted from the discovery~ of 
new and readily accessible mines and of new 
and cheap processes of mining and smelting 
ores of silver. With this the people had less 
use for silver. In the fourteen years ending 
with last November the United States coined 
416,412,835 silver dollars, but at the end of 
that time had only 61,672,456 of them in 
circulation, the rest lying untouched in the 
vaults of the Treasury. And the British Com- 
mission on Indian Currency has brought out 
the important fact that the issue of five rupee 
paper and other notes by local bangs in India 
has within a comparativel t timo dis- 
established an immense amount of silver in 
that country.“ Twenty years ago silver used 
to be taken in wagon-loads to the interior to 
pay for cotton and other produce. Now the 
payment is made in notes and silver is not re- 
quired, So it seema that even the people 
of the interior of India are taking up the 
march of money civilization, and if any one 
supposes that these natural results and tend- 
encies can be arrested by artificial agencies 
he is bound to be disappointed. 

The same remark may be made with re- 
gard to the former parity of silver and gold 
of 16 to 1. It car not be reéstablished, nor 
if enacted could it be maintained. Neither 
could any new ratio be long maintained. 
From a mechanical point of view the idea is 
practical, but from every other point of view 
it is entirely unpractical, Who knows the 


under business conditions and without gov- 
ernment interference? Ali the evidence is to 
the effect that the application of new methods 
to the working of known deposits of silver, 
especialiy in Mexico and South America, will 
greatly increase its production at no distant 
day and reduce its worth to no more than 
one-third of the value at which its coinage 
parity with gold was maintained for a bun- 
dred fears. Unless a constant relative value 
of the two metals could be effected no per- 
manent international agreement is possible, 
and the cause of silver and of bimetallism, 
or the legalized use of the two metals as 
money at a prescribed ratio, is lost. As is 
the case with all other commodities, the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver is determined by 
the law of supply and demand, and if this 
cannot be regulated parity between the two 
metals cannot be maintained. 


HOW WE PAY FOR IMPORTS. 

A correspondent writes in abusive language 
to Tun Tristwe finding fault with its recent 
statement that under free coinage the Amer- 
ican importer would have to take silver to the 
broker and buy from him the gold necessary 
to pay for the goods. The correspondent says 
that is not true and that silver 1s being 
exported all the time. He claims that from 
the beginning of the United States Govern. 
ment silver coin has been used for the purpose 
of paying duties on imports. 

The correspondent is at fault in regard to 
silver payments for goods imported. For the 
year ending with last August our imports of 
silver were $5,000,000 in bullion, $18,000,- 
000 in foreign coin (mostly Mexican from 
Mexico), and $586,000 in United States 
coin. Our silver exports for the same time 
were $27,000,000 in bullion, $17,000,000 
in foreign coin, and only $82,000 in United 
States coin. So our own coined silver does 
not take any part in the movement of mer- 
chandise, and all the foreign silver coin that 
we export and import is handled strictly on 
the gold basis, being rated as worth just so 
much as is the commercial valug of the bull- 
ion it contains. 

Silver has been used for the payment due 
on goods imported into this country. But 
not much of it has been so used, and all paid 
out for that or any other purpose to foreign- 
ers was reckoned at its commercial or bullion 
value. Both gold and silver are accounted at 
their value as bullion in transactions between 
the peoples of different natiaps, and this 
whether the metal be coined or in the lump. 
So it makes no practical difference whether 
the silver be used here for the purchase of 
gold to be sent abroad orthe silver be shipped 
to go through the same rating process on the 
other sideof the ocean. Assuming that we 
were on the silver basis, with the market price 
of silver bullion the same as now, the mer- 
chant or importer who had to pay $580 in 
gold for goods would be obliged to pay 1,000 
silver dollars in satisfaction of the account. 
The foreign selling price would be reckoned 
in gold, as it is now, and the man who had 


silver to buy $580 of gold. It would make 


no difference to him whether the silver were 


exchanged for the gold on this or the other 
side ‘of the Atlantic. The currency im use 
here, whether silver or paper, would be rated 
as it is now on the principle of allowing for 
it as much as it is worth for the purcbase of 
gold bullion, no more and no less. Any arti. 
ficial rating in use in this country would be of 
no more validity in determining the price to 
bo allowed for the money abroad than the 
agreement between a couple of children that 
pf doll is a baby would elevate the said doll to 
u place in the animal .

Leading business and professional men are 
signing an indoréement of Judge Gary's can- 
didacy which ends with the following promise: 
We pledge ourselves to vote for him (Judge 
Gary) election day and to urge our fellow-cit- 
ens to vote for him.“ How many of the ex- 
cellent gentlemen who have subscribed to 
this declaration are not registered? If there 
are any—and there is good reason to believe 
there are many hundred of them—they should 
register tomorrow, because unless they do 
they cannot vote. It may bealso that many 
of those friends who are urged to vote for 
Judge Gary are not registered. Those should 
be told to go to the polling place of their res- 
idence precinct tomorrow between 8 o'clock 
a.m, and 9 o’clock p. m. and have their 
names placed on the registry. 

Tuesday will be the only day for registra- 
tion this fall. Those who desire the re- 
election of Judge Gary and whose names are 
not on the registry books of the precinct of 
their residence. should remember this. No 
man can vote in the City of Chicago or in 
Cieero unless he is registered. Those who 
registered last fail and who have not since 
changed their place of residence are regis- 
tered- now. 

The notification as to registration Tues- 
day is intended: First—for those who have 
come of age since the last election or who 
may become of age on or before election 
day and who therefore will be entitled to vote 
if they are’ registered. Second—for those 
who, though registered at the last election, 
have since changed their place of residence; 
they must be registered anew in the precinct 
of their residence. Third—for those who 
through naturalization or length of residence 
or other causes have become citizens and 
voters since the last election, This applies 
not only to thosé who have been aliens, but 
to those who being citizens came from other 
States and counties, but who had not liv 
long enough in the State or county at a 
time of the last election to be duly qualifi 
voters. 

It should be remembered in this connection 
that those only are entitled to be registered 
who on the day of election will be duly quali- 
fied citizens, who have resided one year in the 
State, ninety days in the county, and thirty 
days in the precinct. Some may think that 
registration isa complicated process. It is 
on the contrary extremely simple. The 
election judges and clerks sit Tuesday from 8 
a.m.to9p.m. The voter has only to pre- 
sent himself at the place of registry, state his 
name, residence, place of birth, and say 
whether he is a native or naturalized citizen. 
It is oniy the work of a minute and no man 
need go three blocks out of his way. Re- 
member Tuesday is the only day for registra- 
tion and that the registry places are open 
from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m. 

Every man who has signed the declaration 
indorsing Judge Gary, and every man who 
wishes his re-election, should see to it that he 
is registered himself and that his friends are 
registered, 


DUTY OF GOOD MONEY DEMOCRATS. . 

The Democratic New York Herald thinks 
highly of the Democrats as outs but very 
poorly as ins.“ It says: 

As a minority it has proven itself strong, alert, 
resourceful, combative; as a majority it is again 
weak, vacillating, disunited. It is afraid 
of its own shadow. It is confronted by an 
issue vital to the Nation and to its own ex- 
istence. And it is prepared to meet it in the 
same way it met the issue of 1860. It is split 
into three factions, each at war with the other 
two, just as it was when it came out of the 
Charleston convention and continued to be until 
national calamity followed its indecision and 
bickering. ; 

Unquestionably the party is divided as rad- 
ically on the currency as it was on the slavery 
question. Some of its members—a minority 
in the Senate—are good money men. They 
are sincerely in favor of preserving the goid 
standard, the stebility and integrity of the 
currency, and are opposed to robbing the de- 
positor in the savings og commercial banks, 
or to paying laborers g bad money. Others 
are fanatically in fa Wr of substituting the 
silver forthe gold standard, of putting the 
currency on a 57-cent basis, and of robbing 
the depositor and the laborer. Others are for 
a State bank note currency, much of which 
would in a short time be worth less than 57 
cents on the dollar and would be a step nearer 
fiatism than the cheap silver dollar. It is not 
singular that a party thus divided against 
itself cannot rule. 

It is true that the Republican party is not 
a unit, but it is nearer being so than the Dem- 
ocratic one, In it the good money men are 
in the majority. It has suffered little by de- 
sertion to the bad money cause. Influenced 
by intensely selfish motives and a belief that 
the abandonment of the gold and the substi- 
tution of the silver standard will increase the 
demand for and raise the price of silver, the 
Republican Senators from the silver-mining 
States have broken away from their party and 
allied themselves with the men who are for 
free coinage because they believe it will make 
silver money cheap. Some members of the 
Republican party, led astray by their belief in 
the omnipotence of the legislative fiat, have 
gone off and joined the Populists. As igno- 
rance, not dishenesty, was the cause of their 
departure they will return to the Republican 
camp when they have seen that it is impossi- 


_ble for a government to make something out 


of nothing.

British Isles. It thinks the immediate cause 
was the vicious pra¢tice of taking deposits 
nominally for considgrable fixed periods, but 
repayable at any time by forfeiture cf the 
interest. It is known that this had become 
so much a matter of custom that an attempt 
to act otherwise would have caused a bank to 
be regarded with suspicion.”

A SENSATIONAL HEALTH COMMISSIONER. 

Some weeks ago the Health Commissioner 
of St. Louis, desiring | probably to make the 
people of that city beljeve that he was a vigi- 
lant guardian of their health, announced that 
the Chicago drainage channel would poison 
the waters of the Mistissippi and that the St. 
Louisans, who drink those waters—after they 
have been diluted by the much greater flow of 
the Missouri—would he visited by plague and 
pestilence, He has been harping on that 
theory ever since and it is stated in a dispatch 
that the Health Commissioner— 

Is unceaging in his hunt for contamination in 
Mississippi River water from the drain- 
age channel. Samples of water from the mouth of 
the Illinois are being tested. The doctor is cor 
responding with town quthorities the line 
of supposed contamin with a view to bring- 
ing the matter before courts ifhis tests re 
sult as he anticipates. 


There is no reason why the Drainage Trust- 
ees, who are going on a trip down the river 
soon, should not make some tests themselves 
to serve asa check those of the Health 


dition of the river 
impurities due to 
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any active political work without giving their 
reports a political colorjng, and this would be 
a gross and intolerable breach of duty. The 
trouble is that however desirable a reform 
in this particular may be so few of our people 
come into contact with the consular corps as 
to make it somewhat improbable that suffi- 
cient public sentiment will develop on the 
subject to make thé politicians relax their 
blightung grasp. The result of their influ- 
ence is that our government sends out men 
unfamiliar with the usages of polite society 
and wholly inexperienced to fill places requir- 
ing tact and ability of the highest order. 
However unreasonable may seem the preju- 
dices of a people among whom a Consul is 
sent if he is not persona grata his sphere of 
uséfulness is seriously curtailed. Why then 
should we stand in our own light and send out 
men of whom we know in advanve that they 
cannot attain the best results? Very few of 
our appointed Consuls speak the language of 
the country they go to, and relatively few of 
them try to acquire a proficient knowledge of 
the language spoken at their post, though they 
may remain there for years. A Consul of this 
kind is relatively useless and quite helpless. 
He cuts a pitiable figure in receiving and re- 
turning official calls and is entirely at the 
mercy of his clerk, who is generally an alien 
and cannot always be relied on for loyalty 
and veracity. 

The sending out as Consuls persons who 
wish to recuperate broken health should never 
be done, but worse than this is the selection 
of one who urgesa dead broke condition 
as reason for the appointment. The latter is 
almost sure to run his office “ for revenue 
only” and to become unacrupulous in his 
methods. The unfortunate business-man and 
the hard-up politician too often turn all their 
wits to deriving personal profit out of every- 
thing they do and do not hesitate to “skin” 
people if they getachance, A regular and 
thorough consular inspection would mitigate 
some of these evils, but unfortunately an in- 
spection could not be depended on under 
present arrangements. Every large consulae 
should be inspected at least once a year and 
the smaller ones as often as practicable, the 
results serving as a partial basis for promo- 
tions, transfers, or dismissals. 

It is easy to point out these defects and the 
desirability of reform, but not so easy to at- 
tain it. The great difficulty would be to 
induce the prevailing party in Congress to 
giveup the appointing patronage by which 
Congressmen now pay off political indebted- 
ness, reward the “bums” who helped to 
secure their election, and hold out to other 
bums the hope that they, too, may get office”’ 
by wirepulling for the success of their candi- 
date at the polis in the future. The Congress- 
man pays out of the public crib for this per- 
sonal fealty and cares nothing about any in- 
jury to the public service which may result 
from this distribution of the loa ves and fishes 
into the hungry maws of the slum politicians. 
The system is all the more glaringly reprehen- 
sible as it stands out in marked contrast to 
the methods of the English, French, and Ger- 
man Governments in selecting the men who 
are to represent them in foreign lands. Till 
we abandon it and send out men who have the 
interest of the country at heart as well as the 
ability to work for it we have no right to 
hope that our consular representatives will 
labor for the promotion of our trade with the 
countries to which they are appointed,

NAVAL BATTLE IN PROSPECT, 


Republica Goes to Montevideo, Presuma- 
bly to Capture the Tiradentes,

don Bennett.}—It is probable that one of 
the chief naval engagements of the Bra- 


¥ gilian revolution will be fought off the coast 


of Uruguay. Admiral Mello ordered the 
cruiser Republica to sail from Santos 
for Montevideo, and it arrived today. The 
cruiser and all on board were quarantined and 
will be kept there for two days. It is be- 
lieved here its object is to attack the 
Tiradentes as soon as the latter 
leaves the dock. When news of the 
professions of allegiance to Peixoto of 
the officers and che of the Tiradentes reached 
Mello he ordered the Republica to Montevideo 
to prevent the Tiradentes reaching Rio. The 
machinery which had been removed from the 
Tiradentes so as to render it useless 
in case the insurgents captured it 
while in dock here has been replaced and it 
is now ready to sail. Admiral Gonzales has 
been placed in command and the ship is 
manned by 100 government soldiers sent 
here from Rio. They arrived recently 
on the steamers Desterro and Santos and 
were quarantined. Both were released today. 
On arrival of the cruiser Republica they 
steamed closer into the harbor for safety. 
Both are now anchored near the eity. It is 
hoped by Gonzales and ‘his officers that the 
Government of Uruguay will protect them 
and prevent any violatſon of international 
law through an attack by the rebel cruisers. 
It is believed here the Republica, which is 
well manned and equipped, can easily defeat 
the Tiradentes, Letters have been received 
from Toulon, in which it is said the -officcrs 
of the Brazilian cruiser Riachaelo, stationed 
there, refuse to obey orders from Peixoto. 
They reaffirm their allegiance to the cause of 
Admiral Mello and his adherents. 

Advices: that were received from Rio 


Janeiro last night give the strength of Presi-. 


dent Peixoto’s army ate9,288. The figures 
are taken from the Rio News, which is not fa- 
vorable tothe President. This paper also 
says the soldiers are equipped witha miscel- 
laneous variety of arms, which will interfere 
with their effectiveness. Government 
organs in the capital are indig- 
nant at the editorial policy of the 
News, which has rigorously denounced 
PAxoto. It has also used insolent and 
abusive language against the foreign min- 
isters who proposed to interfere in the revolu- 
tion. Peixoto has vetoed a bill which was in- 
tended to curtail expenditures of public 
funds. He considered this would have been 
too much of a check on him. A decree has 
been published postponing the Congression- 
al elections from Oct. 80 to Dec, 30. This is 
one of the results of the continuance of 
martial law. It is reported the steamer 
Ciudad de Porto with provisions and rein- 
forcements for Admiral Mello has arrived off 
Rio. : 

LONDON BANKER DISCUSSES SILVER. 


Suspension of Purchases by Order of the 
President Not Impracticable. 

Loxpox, Oct. 22.—A leading member of 
the banking house of J.S. Morgan & Co, of 
London was interviewed today on the silver 
situation in the United States. He said he 
doubted the truth of the report that President 
Cleveland intended to suspend the purchase 
of silver, At the same time he thought such 
a proceeding was not impossible and that in 
the present state of public opinion the Presi- 
dent might not feel any great risk in adopting 
that course. Such action would be similar to 
Gladstone’s in overcoming the opposition to 
the abolition of the custom of purchasing 
commissions in the army. The American pub- 
lic would probably support President Cleve- 
land in suspending the silver purchase clause 
just as willmgly as fhe English supported 
Gladstone in abolishing the purchase of army 
commissions, “ Nevertheless,’’ continued the 
man, IL am not disposed to believe more 
than the President has himself declared. The 
President is a sincere man, with the good of 
the country at heart, and I hope he will suc- 
ceed. It is not surprising that the United 
States feels the pressure of the situation se- 


verely. The statement of the Secretary of | 


the Treasury suggesting a deficit is most seri- 
ous. I cannot say that I attribute this situation 
entirely to the silver policy. The feeling is 
largely due to the general contraction of 
trade, but the situation is necessarily aggra- 
vated by the pdsition of silver as was shown 
by the improvement in the outlook im medi- 
ately after repeal was expected and the subse- 

vent relapse. It is not in the nature of 
things that any government, finding its rev- 
enues lessening from general causes, would 
view calmly the existence of a statutory ar- 
rangement. requiring the government to pur- 
chase periodically the silver which the coun- 
try does not want and which only increases 
the greatly depreciated stocks in the vaults.

Panis, Oct, 22.—[Copyright, 1803, by 
James Gordon Bennett.)—Paris has seen 
today one of the most splendid and imposing 
ceremonies it has ever witnessed in the whole 
of its long histor?. The obsequies of 
Marshal MacMahon have surpassed all 
that was expected. One hundred and twenty 
thousand persoris marched from the Madeleine 
to the Invalide’,.through the Champs Elysée,

Three Italian 
officers were received in the same way. and 
the English officers passed without attracting 
any notice. All the Russian officers walked 
in a compact body, headed by Admiral Ave- 
lan, and they were saluted by the crowd, who, 
while remaining silent, uncovered as they 


The immense wreath of palms sent by the 
Kaiser, the great wreath of flowers tied by 
ribbons of the Italian colors, sent by King 
Humbert, and the wreaths sent by Queen 
Victoria and the Prince of Wales attracted 
much attention. There was much fear that the 
rift of the German and Italian officers might

Ceremonies at the Hotel Des Invalides= 
Premier Du Puy's Oration. 

Pant, Oct. 22.—Preparations for the na- 
tional funeral of Field Marshal Mahon 
were evident early this morning all way 
from the Church of the Madeline tg the Hotel 
des Invalides. Troops were taking position 
along the Rue Royale when the spectators 
began to gather at 8 o’clock. | 

The remains were brought at 9 o’clock from 
the vault of the church to the outside gallery 
beneath the peristyle and placed on the cata- 
falque draped with the tri-color. Black cloth 
spangled with sil ver hung from the veiling and 
the gallery was hidden in mourning 
drapery. The center of the decorations was a 
gigan‘ic silver M-“ flanked with the figures 
‘* 1808-18938,” the dates of MacMahon's 
birth and death, Every pillar was half con- 
eéaled bya black, silver edged banner on 
which were enumerated in silver letters the 
battles won by him, Thirty candelabra and 
countless candles burned along the fagade. 
The soldiers guarding the catafalaue were 
taken from the infantry regiments which the 
Field Marshal commanded more thana gen- 
eration ago. The coffin was covered with 
velvet. On the sides were the embroidered 
arms of the dead man. On the lid lay his 
Field Marshal’s uniform. 

The mourners arrived slowly. The army 
corps took their places at the right side of the 
bier and the civilians at the left, the gay colors 
of the uniforms contrasting strangely with the 
black coats and mourning hangings. A few 
Judges came in their red robes and some ten 
Academicians walked in behind them. Out- 
side a great crowd watched and. waited in 
silence, while far down the street stretched the 
motionless double lines of infantry, keeping 
the way clear fur the departure of the body 
from the church. 

The hearse was drawn by six horses, capari- 
soned with silver and black cloth, having at 
each corner the embroidered tri-color. 

Emperor William’s Tribute. 

While the crowd was watching the hearse 
intently a carriage was driven up hastily and 
Count Muenster, German Ambassador. his 
head uncovered, stepped out. An officer of 
the Red Hussars, with a silver eagle on his 
glittering helmet, followed, and behind him 
came two giant officers of the White Cuiras- 
siers. There was an uneasy shift of the 
crowd,alow murmur ran along the lines 
nearest the church. Muenster made a sign 
to a footman, and a landau carrying Emperor 
Wilham’s wreath was driven to the curb. 
The wreath was of natural violets, tea roses, 
and carnations, among which hung a large 
silver W.. The dropping of a pin could 
have been heard in the Place Rue de Made. 
line as the guards mounted the steps and 
walked into the church, saluting as they 
passed the coffin. They were hardly gone 
when Gen. Loizillot, Minister of War, Ad- 
miral Avelan, and Premier Dupuy arrived. 

There was no ceremony at the church. The 
coffin was placed in the hearse. Gen. Suas- 
sier, commander of the troops in Paris, 
waved his sword, and the cavaleade began at 
11:15 o'clocks to move slowly from the 
church. The troops presented arms and the 
band of the Republican Guard struck the first 
notes of Sellenick’s funeral march. 

There seemed no end of carriages filled 
with flowers. The most conspicuous of all 
the exquisite pieces was a great wreath of 
Russian lilies, forget-me-nots, violets, and 
heartsease, tied with blue and white satin rib- 
bons and bearing the words: Imperial Medi- 
terranean Squadron.” It was the tribute of 
the Russian visitors to the dead sol. 
dier. All along the route the wreath 
was the signal for murmurs of admiration.
